HAT vour Pctitioner 1s, and for ſcycral years laſt paſt hath 
been Rector and Incumbent of the ſaid Pariſh, lawfully In: 


ſtituted and Inducted, and hath had, and reccived Tvthe of 

all ſorts of Corn and Grain, and of all other Tythcablc 
matters and things renewing and increafing within the ſaid Pariſh, or 
ſatisfactory compolition for the ſame for all the time aforeſaid; As alſo 
all his Prcdeceſſors, Rectors of the ſaid Pariſh, have done time out of 
mind; until that about ewo years fincc,Charles Ponithan Eſq;,a Mcmber 
of this Honourable Houſc, being appointed among others, a Truſtee 
for the Recuiving the Rents of a great quantity of Land: lying in the 
ſaid P arith, called the Park-Lands, forbid the Farmcrs and Occupicrs 
of the ſaid Lands, to pay the Tyrhe of the Corn and Grain growing 
on the ſaid Lands, tothe Petitioner : And it is ſo far procceded at Law, 
that the Cauſe 1s rcady for Argument in the Court of Common-Pleas 
upon a Demurrer. But. the ſaid Mr. Bonithan, as your Petitioncr 1s 
informed, infitts on Is Priviledg of Parliament ; So that vour Peti- 
tioncr darcs not procecd in the ſaid Suit, for fcar of thc difplcaſurc of 
this Honourable Houſe : By mcans whereof your Pericioners proceed- 
ingsarc dclaycd, and his juſt ducs withhcld for the two ycars now laſt 
palt, To thc uttcr 1impoveriſhing your Pctitioner, and his Wife and 
Children, thc Tythes growing on the ſaid Lands, being the greacett 
part of the Tyrhe bclonging to the ſaid Pariſh. 


May it pleaſe your Honours, the Premiſes conſidered, and for that the 
ſaid Mr. Bonithan hath not, nor doth not pretend to any Title to the 
ſaid Land in his own Right ( and is only a Truſtee as aforeſaid ) to 
give your Petitioner leave to proceed at Law againfl the Tenants 
and Occupiers of the ſaid Lands, for the Recovery of the Tythes due 
for two Tears laſt paſt.
